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Shattuck Denounces Unbearabie Burdens

Peter Shattuck, chairman of 


the Faculty Senate, spoke out 
against Dr. Bond’s push for 
tuition in a press conference 
held yesterday. Surrounded by 
some of more prominent student 
and faculty representatives, 
Shattuck pointed out that 
‘‘Tuition is opposed by the 
faculty, the Facuity Senate , the 
staff, and by the students at 
CSUS.” 

In defense of the students, 
Shattuck pointed out that “Our 
students at CSUS work, most of 
them, they support families, and 
at the same time they take on 
very heavy academic loads. To 
impose tuition on top of this 
would be an absolutely 
unbearable burden for large 
numbers of students.” 

The concern was to make

On February 22, the Student 
Senate voted approval of a 
resolution protesting the recent 
public statements of CSUS 
President .Bond, and 
recommendations made by the 
Board of Trustees, the Joint 
Legislative Committee, and the 
Chancellor of the State 
Universities and Colleges 
concerning tuition for state 
supported colleges and 
universities. 

The bulk of the Student Senate 
resolution deals with answering 
the various legislative reports 
supporting the initiation of 
tuition either as an across the 
board or on an “ability to pay” 
basis. 


Organizations and has filtered its 
way into the legislature. Louise 
Kanter, chapter president of the 
United Professors Union, 
pointed out the fact, “There 
have been bills in the legislature 
that have tended to oppose 
tuition.” Citing a bill introduced 
last year by Assemblyman Mead 
which would have made tuition 
unconstitutional in the UC 
system and other institutions of 


standpoint that “people are the 
nation’s greatest wealth...this 
tuition is the way to dilute from 
this wealth.”” By imposing an 
arbitrary barrier such as tuition, 
he students are no longer 
allowed to take part in higher 
education because of financial 
restrictions rather than academic 
ones.”

also answers statements made by 
Dr. Bond during his public 
interviews concerning the 
desirability of letting everyone 
enter the four year college 
system. The Senate feels that 
higher education should be an 
attainable goal for everyone 
academically qualified and not 
hinge upon their ability to pay 
the approximate full tuition cost 
of $2,047 per year. 

The Student Senate is opposed 
to tuition fees at state supported 
institutions since they are 
presentiy charging tuition, 
although it is hidden within the 
materials and service’s fee. The 
resolution also makes it clear 
that the senate will do 


of two general types according 
to Hernandez. The first deals 
with those students who take 
units in excess of a specified 
amount. The second measure 
would reiate to an “education 
fee” which could be taken to 
mean tuition. “At the last Board 
of Trustees meeting, the trustees 
gave the chancellor the go ahead 
to get this legislation 


introduced.” 


As far as anti-tuition measures 
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everything in its power to resist 
implementation of tuition and 
that it will publicize to the 
students all efforts of groups 
supporting tuition fees. 

Also the senate proposal states 
it will support the Stop Tuition 
Coalition coordinated by the 
California State Universities and 
Colleges Student President's 
Association. 

Of great importance is the 
agreement of the Student Senate 
to participate in a joint 
resolution with the Faculty 
Senate concerning the tuition 
issue. The two resolutions vary 
in wording but not in the 
essence of their message 

Phe Student Senate in 
conjunction with the Faculty 
Senate held a press conference 


g0, Ms. Kanter stressed the 
United Professors Union’s 
continued opposition to tuition. 
“Part of our legislative package 
has consistently been action 
which would prevent the 
imposition of tuition.” 

Across the state there is 
currently a movement being 
organized called “Stop the 
Tuition Coalition.” On campus 
various departments are drawing 
up petitions which the Student 
Senate will hear. 

Shattuck emphasized that 
“Public higher education is of 
great value to the whole state 
and the whole society...and this 
kind of regressive situation really 
has no place in the State of 
California.” 

Responding to Dr. Bond’s 


Monday to give their views of 
tuition in answer to Dr. Bond’s 
comments to the press on 
tuition. Roberto Hernandez, 
Chairman of the Student Senate, 
was the student representative to 
the press conference. 

The Senate also approved three 
new members to the Board of 
Publications. Susan Patterson 
desires to bring a woman’s view 
to the board but does not know 
as yet what impact she will have 
on decisions. Antonio Cisneros 
desires to bring forth minority 
interest in journalism and build 
better communication and 
coordination between the board 
and The Hornet.

added, “I think Dr. Bond has 
been misinformed about the 
commitment in the State of 
California to the concept of 
public higher education. I know 
he has said he is not in favor of 
an elitest kind of university. But 
it seems to me what he is talking

“The people of the state made 
a commitment some time ago to 
widen access to public higher 
education, because they felt this 
was important. I think they were 
right, and putting up financial 
barriers to higher eduation 
would be destructive to the 
future of the State of 
California.”

Bond outlines guidelines

Dr. Bond met with the 
University Affirmative Action 
Committee Thursday to discuss 
administration’s policies on 
faculty hiring guidelines for 
women and minorities. 

Acting vice president of 
Academic Affairs, Dr. Mullinix, 
is responsible for the hiring of 
faculty, and of the 5 people 
employed so far this recruiting 
season, “3 or 4,” he said, “are 
Caucasian males.’ Ellen Smith, 
chair of the University 
Affirmative Action Committee 
that monitors faculty hiring, 
* .has grave doubts that he ‘is 
sensitive to needs of women and 
minorities’ as required by his 
role according to the hiring 
guidelines of the Department of 


Health, Education, and 
Welfare.” 

The guidelines stipuiate that 
the employer .make 
additional efforts to recruit, 
employ, and promote qualified 
members of groups formerly 
excluded...” The chair noted 
only 8 of the 27 university 


departments are operating with 
approved affirmative action 
programs. Furthermore, a state 
wide survey of colleges faculty 
showed 90% were Caucasians. 
Last year’s affirmative action 
programs contained the 
following ultimate goals for 
representation: 


Asian Americans 5.0% 
Mexican-Americans 10.0% 
Blacks 10.0% 
Native Americans 5% 
Women 50.0% 

Ms. Smith said, ‘‘the 


administration is not as yet fully 
following the HEW guidelines 
requiring a ‘virgorous and 
systematic search for minorities 


and women’ which includes 
advertising in professional 
journals and seeking applicants 
in colleges that are 
predominately made up of 
women and minority members.” 

Dr. Bond wants to use the term 
‘‘best qualified’’ applicants 
instead of “qualified” as stated 
in the HEW guidelines. However 
the guidelines warn that the 

.contractor must carefully and 
systematically examine all of its 
employment policies to be sure 
that they do not...operate to the 
detriment of any persons on 
grounds of race, color, religion, 
sex or national origins.’ Possible 
discrimination prior to the 
actual interview may exist, for 
example, in the form of fewer 
letters of recommendation for 
women and minority members

College Class 
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JAMES BOND, Nobody’s Weathervane, Speaks

Do your recent statements on 
tuition indicate that you are 
being used as a weathervane by 
the trustees and the governor to 
test out public opinion on the 
issue of tuition. 

Nothing at all. {'m not 
operating as a weathervane for 
anybody. | spoke about two 
sentences which were picked up 
by the Bee and they were blown 
up ali out of proportion and no 
one ever bothered to find out 
what | meant 


What do you mean? 

I made some statements about 
the funding of higher education, 
which is a critical issue across 
the country. I feel pretty 
strongly that the issue of tuition 
has to be discussed rather widely 
and openly as one way of 
funding higher education. The 
bill for higher education across 
the country is growing so large 
that there is a great resistance on 
the part of the general public to 
simply continue to pay the bill 
out of tax money. There's a 
major trend across the nation to 
pass off the cost of higher 
education more on the student 
who can afford to pay...1 made 
no comments about denying 
anybody the right to attend the 
university if they could not 
afford to pay. And I indicated 
quite clearly for those who took 
the time to find out what I was 
really saying, what I meant that 
I felt there should be a 
graduated tuition procedure so 
the students who cannot afford 
to pay should not have to pay. 
There are a great many students 
who cannot afford to pay for it. 


Wouldn't this mainly then hurt 
the middle and lower class 
students who are already having 
a hard time of it? 

No, not necessarily. Because if 
it is a graduated tuition then 
middle class students to not get 
hit any harder. They get hit tess 
harder than upper class students. 
Tuition is not an either or 
situation for middle class 
students. It would be entirely 
possible for some of them to 
qualify for s.udent financial aid. 


So you would then prupose as 
well as charging some sort of 
graduated tuition, increasing the 
amount of financial aid? 

Yes, because I think then the 
university itself, out cf the fees 
collected, could do a far better 
job giving financial aid to 
students and would have much 
more money that could be 
dedicated to that purpose, and 
the university could set its own 
priorities on this basis. A lot of 
people have been very concernec 
and I’m concerned too about the 
students who are going here on 
Educational Opportunity 
Grants. This in no way would 
cut that. As a matter of fact it 
strengthens it because it makes it 
possible for the university itself 
to make some commitments to 
these students. Now all of the 
funding for these programs 
comes out of special state funds 








set aside for these programs. The 
university has to make no 
provisions for these students out 
of its own budgets, so we 
allocate very Little in the way of 
our own resources, either 
peoplewise or money wise to the 
Educational Opportunity 
Programs so it’s on the edge of 
everything. And when the 
university makes this 
commitment itself the university 
establishes that as its priority. 
Then the students have a much 
better chance of being brought 
into the main life of the 
institution and an opportunity 
to thereby profit and achieve a 
greater level of success. 


Would you increase then the 
scope of Educational 
Opportunity grants to include 


students who do not now 
qualify? 
You not only increase the 


scope, you either increase the 
scope of Educational 
Opportunity grants or you 
provide additional other kinds of 
financial aid packages. This is 
what is done in universities in 
other states who have tuition 
systems. They have very massive 
financial aid programs so that 
students who come from middle 
class families or lower middle 
class families qualify for 
financial aid. They qualify for 
differing levels of it. They don’t 
get the same level as a student 
who comes in on under an 
Economic Opportunity grant, 
but they do get financial aid that 
is geared to the amount they can 
afford to pay, so that the middle 
class student does not get it in 
the neck. Because you don’t set 
the financial aid cutoff point at 
one point, it is graduated. It goes 
up the line so you end up 
charging students what they 
really can afford to pay. Some 
students pay nothing, some pay 
a little bit, some pay more, some 
pay the whole thing, depending 
what their family can afford. 
You see it simply isn’t a matter 
of tuition or no tuition. You 
have to work out a very 
complicated funding structure. 
It is my contention also when 
the legislature pays the whole 
bill that they then are going to 
want to dictate how that money 
is spent. We not only do not 
have budget flexibility, we do 
not have program flexibility. 
because they end up setting our 
priorities for us. And you see if 
we have more control and more 
autonomy in our budgeting 
process then we can decide 
where we want to put thal 
money without legislative 
interference. It allows us to set 
some of our own program 
priorities. 


Do you see this proposa! being 
passed by the legislature or the 
trustees in the near future? 

{ think the issue is going to 
come up. There will be very 
serious discussions of this issue 
within the next several years, 
there's no question. The trustees 


are interested in it. But I want to 
say again that | am not operating 
as a weathervane for anybody 
These comments came out of 
my head and no one else's. 


You allegedly made a 
statement to the effect that 
people do not enjoy something 
or get the full benefit out of 
something unless they have to 
pay for it. Would you care to 
elaborate on this? 

Yes, it is 8 
psychological fact that 
motivational factors are 
frequently related to the 
commitment that one makes to 
something. Now that doesn't 
mean that someone would have 
to pay in order to appreciate 
something. Because, well, in 
mental health work for years we 
used to charge the patient a 
dime if that’s all he could afford 
to pay. With the feeling being 
that if he paid the dime he 
would tend to use the 
experience better than if he paid 
nothing. In the experience in 
other universities, | don’t know. 
In other states where they have 
financial aid packages generally 
they seldom give a total package 
to a student without getting 
some commitment from that 
student. Not everything is done 
on an outright grant basis. It is 
done on a partial Joan basis, it 
may be done on a work-study 

basis. But the feeling is that 
the student must make some 
commitment to that money in 
order to make the best use of 
the experience. Now for some 
students that isn’t necessary, but 

for some students it becomes a 
totally free ride and therefore 
because they have very little that 
they actually put into it they 
generally do not use the 
experience best. The statement 
that was attributed to me is a 
very simplistic statement and my 
intentions were anything but 
simplistic.

[here are many students on 
this campus who are presently 
working full-time and therefore 
would not quality for financial 
aid but are taking 15-18 units in 
order to qualify for a better job 
or to improve themselves. How 
would your plan effect them? 

Well, I haven't thought this 
through thoroughly. For one 
thing the funding structure in 
this state penalizes the student 
who is beyond the age of 21 and 
students who come on a 
part-time basis generally have to 
pay more per course than those 
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who come on a full-time basis. I 
think that the same funding 
patterns ought to pertain to all 
students regardless of age or how 
many courses they are taking. 
This should be built into the 
funding program. But very 
frankly, some people are just 
going to have to make a choice. 
The cost of higher education is 
so high at this point in time that 
the public is simply not going to 
be willing to continue funding at 
the high rate they do now, and 
people are simply going to have 
to pay for it. Industry may have 
to pay for some of it itself. and 
this is happening in many 
industries. There are many 
industries who will pay 
employees; pick up the tuition 
costs for employees who go back 
to school, particularly if their 
work is tied to improvement on 
their own job or qualifying for a 
higher level job within the 
industry. And industry is picking 
up the cost of tuition in many 
different kinds of industries and 
in many states across the nation. 

It would probably then hurt 
some of these students? 

Yes, it might hurt them, it 
would force them to make some 
choices. 

So one of these choices would 
be not getting a higher 
education? 

Well, let’s face this aspect of it. 


I think there’s a basic 
assumption made now that 
higher education is somehow the 
solution to all of the society’s 
ills, you know, and that’s a lot 
of nonsense. It isn’t. Higher 
education has been oversold. 
There are a number of 
individuals for whom, well, there 
are a lot of jobs in the society 
where training to the bachelor 
level is not really essential.

Industry is discovering this very 
rapidly and they’re employing a 
great many people at the 
associate degree level who then 
if they need a bachelor’s degree, 
later go back and pick it up a bit 
at a time here and there on 
extension courses and courses 
brought into the industry, with 
industry picking up part of the 
tab. I think the mistake that was 
made in terms of talking about 
universal higher education was 
that they should have talked 
about universal post-secondary 
education. That perhaps the 
state should provide an 
opportunity for students to at 
least take two years in a junior 
or community college at total 
state expense, in terms of 
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increasing what we call the 
common school concept past 
grade |2 to grade 13 and 14. 
Where one can get very specific 
kinds of career and vocational 
education without at the same 
time shutting the door to those 
who want to move on and get a 
bachelor’s degree. And it ought 
to be transferable credit...But I 
think one of the issues that we 
have to face is just how far the 


been oversold. 


state’s commitment will go in 
terms of providing individuals as 
much education as they want to 
get without their providing some 
return to the state, in terms of 
work and tax money and so 
on,and beginning to pay part of 
their own way. It becomes 
enormously expensive if one 
wanted to go to school the rest 
of his life. There are some 
students who do this literally. 
We don’t know how many, not 
many who are here. They have 
no specific vocation. They have 
no designs on a degree. Some of 
them are on welfare, they are 
living very comfortably on a 
poverty level and going to school 
because school represents to 
them a minimum kind of choice. 


It’s kind of the easy thing until 
they find themselves and I’m not 
sure. I think the university has 
to provide opportunities for 
some students to find 
themselves. But our resources 
are getting awfully scarce, and 
the spaces here, the number of 
students we can handle is getting 
scarce. When we accept one 
student we have to turn down a 
large number of other students 
and there has to be some 
expectation that the students 
will use the experiences well. It 
is a very expensive experience, a 
very valuable, useful experience, 
and there has to be some 
assurance that the student is 
prepared to use that experience 
well. 


I have heard some criticism by 
some people about the hiring of 
Kate Millett. They say that the 
university should not hire a 
radical revolutionary or a 
professed homosexual with state 
funds. What is your comment on 
this issue, vis-avis academic 
freedom? 

Well, | was not involved in the 
hiring. She was hired before | 
got here. I think we need to take 
a hard look at the Distinguished 
Visiting Professor concept under 
which she was hired. I think we 
need to take a hard look and 
evaluate the criteria for it. But I 


think that just to say we 
shouldn't hire radicals or peopk 
like this. There can be rea 
benefit gained from sometime 
exposing people to these point: 
of view, as long as they are 
exposed in the best scholarly 
tradition, where we examine al 
sides of the issue. And so on 
Unfortunately, the whole 
question about Kate Millett’s 
sexuality, that’s her own private 
business, you know, and ! 
wished she had kept it private

So you have no objections to 

having homosexuals on the 
faculty? 

Well, I didn’t say that. It may 
become an issue. I happen to 
think that one’s sexual 
orientation is one’s own 
business. If one chooses to make 
it public then it may become at 
One point in time for me to deal 
with that. Ordinarily I don’t 
concern myself with someone’s 
sexuality, that’s their own 
business, but if they choose to 
make it public then it may 
become my business. I don’t 
now you see and ordinarily I 
could care less about what goes 
on in there, that’s none of my 
business. But the minute they go 
around proclaiming it, then it 
can necessarily become my 
business. 


So if a campaign developed led 
by politicians or a large number 
of students came forth asking 
for her removal, would you 
defend her? 

Yes, I would have to. She’s 
here. We have a contract with 
her. 


So you would defend her on 
the basis of the contract? 

Yes, we have a contract and so 
on. If her behavior at some point 
became disruptive on _ this 
campus, if her presence 
somehow was contributing to a 
state where it affected the 
health, safety and welfare of the 
campus, then we would have to 
reevealuate the situation. 


What do you mean by the 
health, safety and welfare of the 
campus? 

If her presence on the campus 
was so disruptive that we were 
having riots vou know. Or 
people on the campus were 
terribly upset and so on, you 
know, and so forth and we 
couldn’t get on with our regular 
business or if in some way she 
behaved in such a way that it 
was very clear that she was not 
contributing positively to the 
environment, we wouldhave to 
reevaluate the situation 


Another issue that has caused 
quite a bit of concern is that of 
evaluation of faculty 
performance. Are you in favor 
of mandatory evaluations to be 
published? 

Weil, let me put it this way. I 
am not in favor of mandatory 
evaluation until we can provide 
an opportunity for instructors to 
improve their instructional 
capabilities 


How would you go about this? 
So what we have in mind, what 
thinking about, is 
generating some facilities here, 
where if an instructor wants to 
improve his instructional skills, 
he could move his class into an 
experimental unit where it could 
be monitored by the best 
electronic equipment, by master 
instructors, master educational 
specialists, to bring the 
instructor's skills up to par so 
that he would be doing a far 
better job than when he went in. 
| feel the opportunity for 
growth should be there if we 
want to evaluate. You just don’t 
evaluate in a vacuum if 
evaluation is going to be a 
Positive experience. 


we're 


Who is going to determine 
whether a professor needs to 
grow. The professor, an outside 
entity, who? 

Well, we would hope the 
department heads are really 
responsible for the instructional 
level within their departments, 
just as the dean is responsible for 
the instructional levels in his 
school, and the vice president 
and finally I am responsible for 
the instructional level within the 
university. And one of the 
problems we have here is that we 
have not had merit evaluations 
that have reflected themselves in 
pay scales and promotions. ! 
think that if we are to have 
excellence in instructional 
quality and excellence in the 
university, we have to begin to 
make merit evaluations. 


Do you think such evaluations 
are possible? 

I think they are possible. I’m 
not familiar enough with the 
present evaluation techniques 
and instruments being used here, 
but I think that it is possible to 
use student evaluations as part 
of this. There have to be peer 
evaluations, where faculty judge 
each other and particularly 
where each department accepts 
real responsibility for generating 
the best instructional capabilities 
in that department that is 
possible. 

On the secondary level this has 
led in many places to the 
removal of not the unqualified, 
but the most outspoken 
instructors. Do you see any 
danger of this? 

I think that we have to make 
sure that academic freedom is 
built into the evaluation process, 
but we don’t mean academic 
license. There is a difference 
between academic freedom and 
license. And I think 


academic 


that we don’t punish people or 
downgrade them for saying 
unpopular kinds of things or 
teaching unpopular kinds of 
ideas as long as they are taught 
in the best scholarly traditipn. 
Where we examine all sides of an 
issue and | think if it represents 
an area where the professor has 
expertise | think it should 
contribute positively to the 
evaluation. But if a professor is 
sounding off in an area in which 
he or she has no real expertise 
and imposing their own Opinions 
on students in a very biased kind 
of way, then I think this is not 
good instruction. You know it is 
not in the best tradition of the 
academy. 


Do you also favor some sort of 
change in the method of 
removing tenure professors? Do 
you think the present method is 
too cumbersome? 

Well, tenure needs a2 very 
careful evaluation. Tenure at this 
university comes almost 
automatically and | think that 
this is not a healthy thing. When 
you grant tenure to an individual 
what you are saying is that you 
are prepared to encumber funds 
on the part of this individual for 
the rest of his or her professional 
life, if they choose to stay. 
That’s a pretty major decision 
and that is not a decision to be 
made lightly...and that is a 
decision that not only relates to 
the individuals but to the 
program objectives of the 
university. And one of the 
problems we are facing now is 
that universities are becoming 
tenured, in the sense that there 
is so many tenured staff there is 
no room for new blood and new 
ideas, things of this sort...But 
here are some states that are 
playing around with the concept 
of renewable tenure where you 
grant tenure for five years but 
you have a post tenure 
review...Where you see whether 
cr not they have continued toe 
grow professionally, continued 
to keep up and so on down the 
line...There has to be a posf 
tenure review system built in 
it is going to work. 


Are you in favor of merit pay 
increases? 

Yes, I think the only way, well, 
one of the good ways of 
generating excellence is to 
encourage meritorious activity. 
You know if it doesn’t make any 
difference whether or not you 
do a good job or not, you still 
get your pay rise, then a lot of 
people simply aren’t going to do 
that extra bit. Rewarding people 
has been one way of generating 
excellence. 


So you would then be 
diametrically opposed to the 
United Professors position os 
this issue? 

Well, | don’t know what their 
position is. I think their position 
is against merit. There is no way 
I can be a responsible 
administrator, responsible 
educator and be against merit 
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Hornet guard Larry Haren pumps 
in two during CSUS’ 84-76 victory 
over UC-Davis. Haren lead all Hornet 
scorers with 24 points.
